The measure is calculated by its 
proponents to free miners from the 
yoke of private ownership which 
has restricted them to an average 
wage of $11 a weck. 


BUY OUT OWNERS 

Sir Thomas Inskip, attorney gen- 
eral, announced the government 
plan to buy out the owners of min- 
ing royalties. 

“It means the purchase of these 
royalties by the state and thereafter 
their control by the state,” he told 
the House of Commons. 

“It will involve a change of 
ownership and direction from 4,000 
private owners to single public 
ownership, controlled by the state 
in the interest of the community.”
